of the State. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

San Francisco, April 19.—[By the 
Associated Press.] An unusually heavy 
earthquake shock was felt here shortly 
before 8 o’clock this morning, rousing 
people from sleep. The vibrations 
lasted some seconds. Later in the day 
alarming reports came in of havoc 
caused by the earthquake in the interior 
cities. It was reported here that the 
towns of Dixon, Winters and Vacaville 
were destroyed. 

Subsequent dispatches show that these 
towns suffered great damage to prop- 
erty and that a number of persons were 
more or less badly injured, but none 
fatally. 


THE QUAKE AT WINTERS. 


Many Buildings Partly Wrecked—Losses 
from $70,000 to $100,000, 

SacRaMENTO, April By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| A special dispatch from 
Winters to the Bee says that the shock 
at Winters caused great damage. There 
is not a chimney standing in the town. 
Main streét presents a badly wrecked 
appearance, although the buildings are 
all standing. The large new D. V. 
Bliss hotel suffered considerably, much 
brick from the walls caving into the 
street.

& Wyatt’s drugstore, near the hotel, 
were emptied of their contents. The 
firm’s loss will reach $2500. A at 
smoke was caused by the mixing chem- 
icals, but fire was averted by Mr. Wyatt, 
who sleeps in the store. ere were 
many escapes from awful fires and 
deaths by the falling of burning lamps 
in sick rooms. No lives were lost, how- 
ever, and very few injuries to persons 
are reported. 

The bank building on Main street was 
wrecked. In the office of the Express 
the forms were pied and the type emp- 
tied from the cases. A Washington 
press, weighing over a ton, was knocked 
over. A big job press suffered similarly. 

“Sixty feet of the firewall of the 
new Chadwick building, on Main street, 
toppled westward upon the frame roof 
of Judy Bros.’ stable, and, crashing 
through, completely buried six horses 
in their stalls, though, singularly, not 
bidly hurting them. 

Today the schoolhouse, just finished, 
was to be turned over to the trustees. 
The brick foundation was cracked, the 
chimineys were thrown to the ground 
and the plaster torn. The old school- 
house was so badly wrecked that no 
school is being held today. 

The loss to the town is estimated at 
between $70,000 and $100,000, 

At the graveyard tombstones were 
wrenched around or completely shat- 
tered. Neartown the bank of Putab 
Creek, ten feet wide, caved in, and 
along the bottom of the creek, for a 
great distance, rents were made by the 
shocks. West of here, about three 
miles, an acre of ground slid into the 
creek. On the county road, this side of 
the cave, there were great cracks in the 
ground. 

Reports are just beginning to come in 
of damage in the country hereabout. 
Two miles southeast of Winters J. R. 
Wolfskill’s large storehouse was totally 
wrecked. 

In Pieasant Valley a lamp in J. N. 
Teissell’s house was thrown down and 
it exploded and fire followed. The 
house was wholly consumed. In the 
residence of A. Develbliss the floor was 
so broken that a man might put his leg 
down the aperture. 

Up the Berryess road the passage is 
blocked by immense boulders, some 
weighing several tons. They were 
thrown with great force down the hill- 


sides into the road. A rumor was afloat 


this morning about the demolition of 
the little town of Monticello, seventeen 
miles from Winters. Couriers this 
afternoon arrived and reported the 
damage nominal. 


’ THE VACA VALLEY SHAKEN, 


Ruins on All Sides--Many Persons Hart, 
but None Fatally. 
SacraMENTO, April 19.—[{By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| A special dispatch from 
Vacaville to the Bee says: 

“This town seems to have been the 
center of the great earthquake. Main 
street presents this morning a picture 
that beggars description. The 
thoroughfare is blocked with brick, lum- 
ber, mortar and tangled wires. There 
is not a brick building on the south side 
of the street that is not more or less 
eeenn and some of them are a total 

Oss. 

The shock struck the town at just 
eleven minutes before 8 o’clock and 
lasted fully three-quarters of a minute. 
The vibrations were first from the 
southwest to the northeast, and then 
they changed suddenly to the north and 
south. The fronts of buildings tumbled 
into the street, chimneys were twisted 
and torn asif struck by. a Kansas cy- 
clone, and the entire population rushed 
into the streets. That there were no 
fatalities is little short of miraculous, 
although there were a number of very

It wasa two-story brick and 
three young men were sleeping in the 
upper story. The front and sides ofthe 
structure fell outward, leaving their 
beds sitting on the edge. Miller’sdrug- 
store, Hewitt’s jewelry establishment 
and Blum Bros.’s grocery were greatly 
damaged. The Platt Block, the finest 
in town, was almost totally destroyed. 
In this block were located over a hall, 
the postoffice, Wells, Fargo & Co.’s of- 
fice, Crystal Bros.’s dry-goods store, C. 
R. Maddis’s grocery store, the Enter- 
prise office and McCabe's tinshop. | 

‘The Brunswick House, a large two- 
story structure, J. W. Kennedy, proprie- 
tor, suffered sevefely, almost eveiy 
inch of plastering deing shaken from 
the walls ofthe lower story. Dooley’s 
Exchange escaped with less loss, though 
its mirrors and other glassware were 
about knocked out.. 

“Some citizens have made figures on 
the total loss in the town, and their es- 
timates place itat from $150,000 to 
$200,000. 4 

*‘News of the disuster comes from all 
directions in this stction. In Pleasant 
Valley, between here and Winters, the 
shock was torrie nd it is said that 
not a chimney nding in the entire 
valley. A 

‘John who lives in Pleas- 
ant Valley, lefta“amp burning when 
he retired. When the shock came the 
lamp was overturned, and the house 
with all its contents was destroyed, the 
arn barely escaping with their 

ves. 

‘The residence of Carl Gates, about 
three miles west of Vacaville, was al- 
most totally demolished. Rev. O. O. 
Felkner of José was visiting there, 
and he was very severely injured by 
falling brick and timber. He was 
frightfully cut about the head and face, 
having no less than a dozen wounds. 

“The residence of W. J. Dobbins near 
town is a complete wreck. Miss Lou 
Dobbins was caught by the falling dé- 
bris, but escaped with a fractured ankle 
and a few painful bruises. 

“Fred Hutton’s brick residence was 
also destroyed, the occupants escaping 
they cannot tell how. 

‘‘Mrs. Davis’s residence, one mile 
south of Vacaville, was partly wrecked, 
the family having a close call for their 
lives. The new Presbyterian Church 
was damaged to the extent of $500, 
and chimneys wera toppled from the 
Christian Church and college building. 

“J. A. Malone’s frame building on 
Main street was turned three feet to- 
ward the north ‘by the force of the 
shock, and at his residence chimneys 
were thrown dowry and the plastering 
shaken from..the ‘Wwalis, bis daughter 
having her arms badly fractured. . 

“Business at Vacaville was almost 
suspended today, men being engaged in 
clearing away the wreck. A temporary 
postoffice has been improvised, and the 
Western Union Company is doing busi- 
ness fromits depot office. Never before 
was there such a visitation to the beau- 
tiful Vaca Valley, and there is a feeling 
of gratitude that no loss of life attended 
the disaster. 4 

At Elmira chimneys on the Occidental 
Hotel were toppled over, and the fronts 
of Odd Fellows’ Hall and the Jamison 
building were thrown out to such an 
extent that they had to be propped up 
to prevent them falling into the street. 


THE DAMAGE AT DIXON, 


Walls of Buildings Collapse and Fire 
Starts in the Ruins. 
April 19.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] A special to the Bee 
from Dixon says: ‘The earthquake 
early this morning did considerable 
damage at Dixon, and was accompanied 


brick building on Main street, was so 
severely damaged that it will have to 
be taken down. The walls are badly 
cracked and bulged out in all directions, 
and cannot possibly stand. The cracks 
in some cases are several inches wide. 

‘“‘Dugap’s dry goods store, alsoa brick 
building, was crushed in by the falling 
of the south firewall of’ the Masonic 
building, while the north firewall of the 
Jatter building fell on J. Rockford’s 
brick butcher shop, crush- 
ing it in. To add horror to the situa- 
tion, at this juncture fires broke out in 
Dugan’s and Brown & Coleman's stores. 
The flames were soon extinguished, but 
noteuntil considerable damage had been 
done, especially to Dugan’s establish- 
ment. 

“The north firewall of Eppinger & 
Co.'s brick building fell on an adjoin- 
ing frame saloon, owned by John 
Rehnke, crushing the light frame like 
an eggshell and severely injuring 
Rehnke. 

“The old Blum building was badly 
wrecked, the walls being cracked and 
bulged out. The firewalls both in front 
ana back of the Koss building fell in, 
doing considerable damage. All the 
firewall of the north side of the old 
corner saloon building broke and fell, 
crushing aud destroying the porch. 

“All buildings in town having brick 
chimneys report some damage, nearly 
all being cracked, while several were 
thrown down. Goods in nearly all the 
stores were, thrown from shelves and 
counters, while all over town doors 
were wrenched and torn down from 
their hinges, being thrown into the 
street or into the buildings, 

‘‘All private residences report damage 
to crockery and bric-a-brac. Mr. Ross, 
one of the sufferers, states that the loss 
on buildings alone will be not less than 
$15,000 or $20,000. Probably the 
heaviest loser in the city was John 
Dugan, who suffered not only from earth- 
quake but also from fire.” 


A GENERAL SHAKE.

At Folsom the prisoners were greatly 
alarmed at the carthquake shocks. 
They thought the day of judgment had 
come. The guards first thought the 
rattling ofthe locks was caused by a 
general outbreak of the prisoners. No 
material damage was done, 

April 19.—The earth- 
quake was felt in this city and in the 
country for a number of miles at about 
8 this morning. The duration of the 
shock was from seventy to ninety sec- 
onds, It was the most severe and long- 
est of any ever experienced in this vi- 
cinity, but did no damage. Buildings 
were swayed, bells rung and clocks 
struck. The result was a general scare 
which kept many timid ones awake un- 


til daybreak. 


Petatuma, April 19.—About five min- 
utes before 8 o'clock this morning one 
of the heaviest and, in duration, the 
longest earthquake shocks experienced 
here for some years passed through this 
city. The vibration was from east to 
west and the duration three to four 
secouds. 

Napa, April 19.—A heavy earthquake 
shock was experienced here about 10 
minutes before 8 o’clock this morning, 
followed within half an hour by two 
lighter shocks, the vibrations east and 
west, continuing several seconds. 
People were very generally alarmed, 
but no damage was done. The shock 
was the heaviest felt for several years, 
excepting that of last October. 

Lop1, April 19.—One of the heaviest 
earthquakes ever felt in this part of the 
country occurred this morning at 2:50. 
The vibrations were from north to 
south and lasted thirty seconds, and 
stopped all clocks in town. So far no 
great damage has been reported. 

Yosa Crry, April 19.—The heaviest 
shock of earthquake ever experienced 
here occurred at 2:50 this morning. It 
was preceded by a loud rumbling, and 
there were two distinct shocks. Build- 
ings vibrated considerably, clocks 
sotpped and many were frightened. No 
damage was done. 

Mexcep, April 19.—Two distinct 
shocks of earthquake were felt here 
this morning. The first occurred at 
2:47, stopping the clock of El Cap- 
itan Hotel. The second shock, three 
minutes later, started the clock again. 
No damage was done. 

Avsurn, April 19.—An earthquake 
was felt here this morning about 2:45. 
There were two distinct shocks, about 
ten seconds apart. No damage re- 
ported. . 

Cuico, April 19.—A heavy shock of 
earthquake was experienced in this 
city at 2:45 this morning. It was fol- 
lowed immediately by two others. 
They seemed to pass from northwest to 
southeast. . Many clocks in the city 
stopped. In some places articles sit- 


| ting near the edge of shelves were 


knecked off. No damage was_done. 

April 19.—A sevete earth- 
quake occurred at 2:50 this morning. 
A loud rumbling noise followed the 
shock. 

Nevapa, April 19.—Two sharp shocks 
of earthquake occurred here at 2:50 
this morning. The first was of brief 
duration but a second immediately 
followed, lasting eight or ten seconds, 
awakening the soundest sleepers and 
creating wide-spread alarm among 
timid people. The vibrations extended 
from northeast to southwest. 

Srockton, April 19.—A severe shock 
of earthquake was felt here at 2:50 
this morning. Nodamage is reported, 
but the scare was a large-sized one. 

Grass April 19.—This morn- 
ing a little before 3 o’clock two shocks 
of earthquake woke people up and rat- 
tled things. The direction was from 
north to south. No damage was. done.

_ Wyoming. 


A Terrible Snowstorm Adds New 
Perils to the Situation. 


Hopes That Van Horne Has Evaded 
the Bands of Rustlers. 


Alarm at Washington Over the Non-re- 
ceipt of News from the Cavalry 
—The Matter Considered 
by the Cabinet. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Omaua (Neb.,) April 19.—|By the As- 
sociated Press.| A special to the Bee 
from Caspar, Wyo., says that it is re- 
ported in Caspar on good authority that 
the United States troops started from 
Buffalo for Douglass yesterdav. ‘'rou- 
ble is looked for. The general opinion 
is that the war is just started. Public 
feeling is very bitter, and men are arm- 
ing themselves for protection. 

Cueyvenne, April 19.—The wire north 
of Douglass to Buffalo is still down, and 
owing to a general blinding snowstorm | 
cannot be repaired. It is reported here 
that the stockmen who started for Doug- 
lass under military escort are bound for 
Fort Russell, near here. If this is true 
they could not get through in less than 
four or five days, owing to the condi- 
tion of the roads. If the report is true 
the journey will be perilous, not only 
on account of the raging snowstorm, 
but of the chances the narrow defiles 
will give any assaulting party. The 
Governor has not been informed of the 
departure of the troops. 

It is thought possible that Col. Van 
Horne may have gone down. Powder 
River to a point where the Burlington 
railroad bridge crosses the river and 
then followed the railroad. By this 
maneuver he would have left 1000 
armed and mounted rustlers at least 
100 miles tothe right and prevented 
an attack upon his men. Col. Van 
Horne should have arrived at the rail- 
road tonight and Gen. Brooke is anx- 
iously awaiting news of him. It is said 
three members of the cattlemen’s party 
were killed at the T. A. ranch, where 
the rustlers were besieged, and another 
was shot down while the surrender was 


being arranged under a flag of truce. 


ANXIOUS AT WASHINGTON, 


Uneasiness Felt Over the Lack of News 
‘ From the 
, WasurneTon, April 19.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The ‘‘Rustlers’’’ trouble 
in Wyoming was the principal topic of 
discussion at the meeting of the Cabinet 
today. The situation is regarded as 
serious in view of the fact that the feel- 
ing against the prisoners in charge of 
the military is very bitter, and also be- 
cause of the ffeely expressed threats of 
desperate men that they mean to avenge 
the killing of Champion and Ray at the 
first opportunity. No word has 
been received from Col. Van Horne 
and the captives at Fort McKinney 
since Saturday, when he wired Gen. 
Brooke at Omaha that he would start 
that day for Douglass, and turn the 
prisoners over to the civil authorities. 
Efforts tocommunicate with Fort Mc- 


| Kinney and vicinity since have failed, 


and this has led tothe belief that the 
rustiers destroyed telegraphic commu- 
nication in order to prevent the author- 
ities from learning the truth of the sit- 
uation until after they had accom- 
plished their purpose. 

Gen. Brooke wired today that he did 
not anticipate any trouble en route. 
Gen. Schofield said he felt no uneasiness, 
as there is no reason why the soldiers 
should be attacked, and he was confi- 
dent of their ability to protect them- 
selves and the prisoners. It is under- 
stood orders were given to reéstablish 
telegraphic communication with the 
scene of trouble as soon as possible.

AN ANARCHIST PLOT. 


Discovery of a Startling Conspiracy 
in Spain. | 


The Assassination of the Boy King the 
Object of the Reds—The Entire 
¥ Kingdom in a State 
of Panic. 


Maprip, April 19.—[By the Assoe 
ciated Press.| The arrest of Felipe 
Mufioz, an Anarchist, who was betrayed 
into the hands of the police by Del- 
boche, who informed the authorities 
that Mufioz was the prime mover among 
the Anarchists and supplied him and 
others with bombs, promisesto result in 
the extirpation of the dangerous class 
in Spain. Mujioz has already madea 
contession that caused the arrest of a 
number of his accomplices, and it is. 
thought before the police are through 
with him all leading Anarchists in 
Spain will be under arrest or will have 
sought safety in flight. 

A most decided sensation was created 
today by the making public of a further 
confession made by Mujiozby the mag- 
istrate who has charge of the case. 
Muifioz told the official that at a secret 
meeting of the Anarchists ballots were 
drawn to see which of the members 
should kill the boy King of Spain. This 
statement caused much anxiety, and 
the precautions to guard against an at- 
tack upon the King have been greatly 
added to. 

Several Anarchists under arrest have 
confessed that an attempt was to be 
made to blow up the royal palace, but 
none until now acknowledged that a di- 
rect attempt upon the life of the King 
would be made. With the knowledge 
of such a conspiracy it is hoped the au- 
thorities will be able to guard against 
it. The public does not know anythi 
of the matter beyond the fact that 
Muifioz revealed the existence of a plot 
to kill the King, butit is thoughtin a 
very shorttime every one connected 
with it will be in custody. It isthought 
Mnufioz will make a clean breast of his 
connection with the Anarchist move- 
ment and by this means pa the life 
sentence impending over him. 

The Cadiz authorities have made a 
further discovery of secreted dynamite. 
Much alarm prevails among the inhab- 
tants. Itis feared that the May day 
dentonstration at Cadiz will be marked 
by dynamite outrages. At other in. 
dnstrial centers in Spain it is feared 
demonstrations may be of a revolution- 
ary character, but the military will be 
in readiness to put down any movement, 

Lonpon, April 19.—The police today 
raided the office of an Anarchist paper, 
the Commonweal, seizing frames and 
manuscripts and arresting the pub- 
lisher. The Scotland Yard authorities 
decline to give any reason for the 
seizure of the Commonweal. :

- The Supreme Court concluded its la- 
bors in this city yesterday afternoon, 
twenty-four hours earlier than had been 
expected, and now formally stands ad- 
joutned until the Sacramento term, 
which opens on Monday, May 2, next. 

The Court, sitting in bank yesterday, 
denied rehearings in each of the cases 
of Stoll vs. Beecher, and Cahill vs. 
Murphy. 

In Department One, before Justices 
Paterson (presiding,) Harrison and Ga- 
routte, the following business was 
transacted: 

Upon motion of E. H. Lammé, Esq., 
and presentation of certificate from the 
United States Supreme Court, A. B. 
Young, Esq., was admitted to practice 
as an attorney in all the courts of this 
State. 1. H. Johnson, Esq., was also ad- 
mitted upon motion of John Haynes, 
Esq., an 
from the Supreme Court of Georgia.

THE AMOS ABBOTT CASE. — 


Chief Justice Beatty of the Supreme 


gued in chambers last week, has ren- 
dered his decision in the case of ex parte 
Amos Abbott on habeas corpus proceed- 
ings, ordering that the writ be dis- 
charged and the prisoner be remanded 
in accordance with the following brief, 
but pithy opinion filed therein: 

Petitioner was duly convicted in the Su- 
perior Court of Los Angeles of a contempt 
of its authority and sentenced to pay a fine 
of $400, and, in default of payment, to be 
imprisoned in satisfaction of said fine one 
day forevery $2 of the fine unpaid. In 
pursuance of said judgment he has been 
committed to, and is imprisoned in, the 
County Jail. He asks to be discharged 
upon the ground that since the recent 
amendment of section 1205 the Penal 
Code (Statutes of 1891, p. 52,) the Supe- 
rior urts have no power in contempt 
cases to imprison the defendant in satisfac- 
tion of a fine for a longer period than five 
days. 

The whole question to be decided is 
whether this amendment to the Penal Code 
applies to cases of contempt. 

In my opinion it does not. Section 1205 
of the Penal Code, since the amendment re- 
ferred to is, as it was before, to be read in 
connection with section 11 of the same 
code, which expressly declares that: “This 
code does not aftect any power conferred 
by lawuponany .. tribunal, or ofii- 
cer, to impose or inflict punishment for a 
contempt."’ 

The power to punish for contempt of 
court, and its limitations must, therefore, 
be sought elsewhere than in the Penal Code 
and they are found in the Code of Civil 
Procedure, section 1209, et seg. The limit 
of punishment there prescribed is a fine not 
exceeding $500, or imprisonment not ex- 
ceeding five days, or both. (Sec. 1218.C 
C.P.) e power conferred by this section 
is not affected by any of the provisions of 
the Penal Code. In ez parte Crittenden (62 
Cal., 535.) tt was held that the court impos- 
ing a fine for contempt has the power to 
make and enforce a judgment auch as that 
in question here, and that, asI understand 
the decision, without reference to or aid 
from section 1205, or any other provision 
of the Penal Code. That decision has never 
been overruled or questioned, to ay knowl- 
edge, and remains the law by which I must 
be bound in deciding this application.

THE CHICAGO BAPTISTS. 


Enthusiasm Over the Incorporation of the 
Union Seminary. 

During the past week there has been 
a wonderfully enthusiastic mass-meet- 
ing among the Baptists of Chicago on 
the occasion of the incorporation of the 
Baptist Union Theological Seminary 
into a Divinity School of the University 
of Chicago. Itis to this divinity de- 
partment that Mr. Rockefeller has given 
the princely endowment of $1,000,000. 

Last Tuesday evening a mass-meeting 
was held in the great Chicago audito- 
rium to celebrate the twenty-fifth anni- 
versary of the seminary and also its in- 
corporation into the University of Chi- 
cago. There was an audience of about 
1500 people, mostly members of the 
Baptist churches of Chicago, who met 
to manifest their approval of the event. 

The stage was occupied by many 
prominent Baptist clergymen and lay- 
men, besides ladies and gentlemen of 
other denominations. The meeting was 
presided over by Willard A. Smith, 

en of the Chicago Baptist Social 

nion. 

Rev. Wayl-nd Hoyt, D. D., of Minne- 
apolis delivered the opening address 
upon ‘'The Educational Outlook From a 
Baptist Standpoint.’’ He sounded an 
alarm against the attack upon the 
public schools by the Roman Catholic 
hierarchy on the Tiber. 

One of the most dangerous efforts, the 
speaker declared, was being made in 
his own State. An offer had been made 
for the paltry sum of adollar each to 
transfer the parochial school buildings 
to the State. 

“For this bribe,” he continued, “‘it is 
asked that ward lines be obliterated, so 
far as possible, an@ that children may 
be segregated in‘S8pecial schools, where 
the teachers shall be mostly Roman 
Catholics chosen for that purpose, paid 
out of the public school funds of the 
State, wearing the habits of their or- 
ders, monks, nuns, friars, and all the 
ecclesiastical paraphernalia. Between 
certain hours it is promised that. there 
shall be no sectarian teachings, but the 
instant the hour is past the school re- 
verts to the Roman hierarchy. 

You say there will be no union be- 
tween church and State, but if for such 
a pitiful sum the parochial schools be 
given over the Roman Catholic hier- 
archy willin a measure have wedded 
itself to the State. You say there shall 
be no sectarian teaching, but the habit 
of the monk, the nun and the friar, the 
crosses, and,the Roman Catholic para- 
phernalia are the strongest part of vis- 
ual sectarian teaching. Yousay there 
shall be no segregation by race or 
creed, but the proud Roman Catholic 
hierarchy says.‘we will be treated 
otherwise,’ and you lift that hierarchy 
into a State church. The Roman Cath- 
olic hierarchy clashes with the princi- 
ples of our /athers, with the law of the 
land. 

“Standing on this summit,I charge 
the Baptists to set for the eternal sepa- 
ration of church and state. Call me an 
alarmist if you want to. Yes, do it; 
but still ltell you there is reason for 
alarm. Ereatim:the papers how the 
gentleman yonder by the Tiber has sent 
over something which agrees with the 
plans of the astute Bishop of the North- 
west. Whatdo we care whether he 
does or not! What right has any for- 
eigner to say how we shall conduct our 
public schools?”” A round of applause 
from the audience gréeted these fear- 
less statements. . 

Rev. L. A. Crandall, D.D., of Cleve- 
land, and Albion W. Small, Ph.D., pres- 
ident of Colby University, were other 
speakers, and resolutions of apprecia- 
tion were passed for the distinguished 
services of President G. W. Northrup, 
who for twetty-five years has been at 
the head of this, the leading theological 
geminary of the Baptist denomination 
in the Northwest.

RAILROAD AFFAIRS. 


The Matter of Reports of Over- 
land Freight Business. 


Valuable Information That is -With- 
held from the Public. 


The Santa Fe and the Los Angel 
and Pacific. 


Shorter Time for Transcontinental Mails 
~Passenger Business to Santa Bar. 
bara—General, Local and 
Personal Notes. 


The often repeated rumors connect- 
ing, the Santa Fé Company with the 
probable purchase of the Los Angeles 
and Pacific road have been given a 
fresh start in the past few days, and 
Tae Times hears from the best authority 
that negotiations have actually begun. 
Chief Engineer F. T. Perris, of the 
Santa Fé, made a personal inspection of 
the Los Angeles and Pacific last Satur- 
day, and a survey of the property will 
be made under his auspices to secure 
data fora report to be sent to head- 
quarters in the East. This report, and 
the action taken upon it, will determine 
the fate of the little abandoned road. 
It has been thought in some circles that 
the Southern Pacific would buy atleast 
apiece of the Los Angeles and Pa- 
cific, but the assurance is given 
by President Luitweiler of the 
latter road that no overtures have been 
made and no negotiations opened for 
sucha transfer. Southern Pacific offi- 
cials say that the road would be of no 
use to that company except for the old 
rails, as it does not run much nearer the 

ranite quarries than does the Santa 

onica line. The poor little aban- 
doned road is being literally swamped 
with lawsuits, the land-owners along 
the line seeming to be determined to 
oust it from the disputed right-of-way. 

OVERLAND FREIGHT TRAFFIC REPORTS, 

The San Francisco Examiner of a re- 
cent date says: 

Up to February of this year very full re. 
ports were furnished the press of merchan- 
dise and produce shipped from California 
by the Central Pacific and Southern Pacific 
railroads. Last month, however, the busi- 
ness of the southern counties was omitted 
altogether, and we understand this is to be 
therule hereafter. The statement is made, 
in explanation of this course, that since 
the Santa Fé road became a competitor for 
business in this State the reports of south- 
ern traffic have been incomplete, and 
therefore of little value. No reports have 
ever been issued of the _ business 
done by the Santa Fé road, which during 
the fruit season has no doubt been of con- 
siderable volume. As the case now stands 
it looks very much asif both companies are 
afraid to show their hands, and the south- 
ern people hereafter are notto have that 
recognition which is accorded the balance 
of the State. Some of the active and ener. 
getic tradeorganizations in Los Angeles 
and elsewhere should devise means where- 
by such information might be obtafhed as 
would keep the public posted with regard 
to their shipping interests. While so much 
energy has been displayed in advertising 
California's progress it does not look well 
at this late day to cut off any of the sources 
of information. If they have been incom- 
piecte in any respect an effort should be 
made to remedy the defect instcad of elim- 
inating the southern portion of the State 
altogether, as has been done inthe case of 
the Southern Pacific's reports. 

The lack of adequate and reliable in- 
formation on the subject of shipments 
to and out of Southerm California has 
long been felt in Los Angeles, where it 
seems especially desirable that data of 
this sort should be available for the 
purpose of advertising this section. 
The rail officials are averse to giv- 
ing out periodical statements which 
would show the volume of business done, 
for the reason that such information 
might prove to be valuable to competi- 
tors. Thev argue that an especially 
good showing by their road would stim- 
ulate the exertions of the traffic men on 
the competing line, but, as a matter 
of fact, the freight . departments 
of both roads are quite well 
posted on the movements and amonnt 
of business done by the rival, some 
really sharp detective practice being 
frequently called into play to this end. 
At many points other than Los Angeles, 
reports are periodically made and duly 
published, or used for statistical pur- 

ses. Thatthis should be done here 
the Chamber of Commerce feels con- 
vinced, and aneffort will probably be 
made to elicit further information of 
the kind desired.

D. Burkhalter, superintendent of the 
Santa Barbara division of thé Southern

The new schedule 
will also advance the transcontinental 
mails to the Pacific Slope from two to 
four hours.

She gave her name as Mrs. Klakow, 
and saidshe only arrived in the city 
from Ventura county Monday afternoon 
on receipt of a letter from her husband, 
Frederick F. Klakow, telling her that 
he was despondent on account of not 
being able to secure work, andintended 
to make way with himself. . 

Mrs. Klakow said that she had gone 
with her husband from this city to work 
on the ranch of D. C. Cook, near Piru, 
Ventura county, where the remained 
some time. Her husband had some 
trouble with one of the foremen and 
left, returning to Los Angeles to secure 
another situation, leaving her and the 
children ou the ranch, where she re- 
mained until she received his letter, 
when she at once came to this city. 

Klakow was formerly in the regular 
army, but was honorably discharged 
with a good record, on April 6, 1887, 
at San Francisco. Hethen worked for 
Harry Morse’s detective agency for 
two years as a patrolman, when he left 
San Francisco, and, after working in 
Fresno, cameto this city, where he did 
some work for Emil Harris, going from 
here to Piru. When he returned to 
Los Angeles he went to Harris for 
work, but there being no vacancy, he 
called on Mr. Cook, who told him he 
could go back to the ranch, as he would 
make matters right with the foreman, 
and gave him $3 to pay his fare. On 
the following day he wrote to Mr. Cook 
and Harris, saying he intended to get 
out of the way, and also sent a letter to 
his wife, telling her to look out for the 
children, and saying that she would 
never see him again.

PRE-MILLENNIAL ADVENT. 


A Large and Enthusiastic Meeting at the 
¥ M.C.A. Hall. 

The auditorium of the Y.M.C.A. was 
filled, upstairs and down, last night by 
representatives from the city churches 
in answer to the callof the Pre-millen- 
nial Association to hear what the min- 
isters had to say on the subject. 

On the platform were Rev. Drs. Pen- 
dleton, Hastings, Read, Frost and Revs. 
Stevens, Henry, Crabbe, Flint and 
others and Maj. Hilton, of the Pacific 
Gospel Union. 

Rev. Dr. Pendleton presided and 
briefly stated the motive for the gath- 
ering. Itthen became a sort of expe- 
rience meeting, Drs. Read and Hastings 
and Maj. Hilton relating the causes 
which led them to the truth that the 
Christ wasto come before the millen- 
nium instead of after, as is commonly 
supposed. 

Rev. Joseph Clark, a missionary from 
Central Africa, also spoke. 

The principal address was made by 
Rev. Dr. Frost of San Bernardino. He 
said that two-thirds of the Scriptures 
were prophetical and that two-thirds of 
that was as yet unfulfilled; that the sec- 
ond advent was mentioned 325 times 
inthe New Testament and that inthe 
Old Testament, where the first advent 
was mentioned once, the second was 
mentioned ten times. The point of his 
address was to show the practical na- 
ture of the doctrine, reading with 
the audience numerous passages 
in the New Testament demon- 
strating that the expectation and 
hope’ of the personal comin 
of Christ was the motive for righteous- 
ness and other virtues. His address 
was full of pointed and apt illustrations, 
and he evidently carried conviction in 
the minds of his hearers. 

It was announced that Dr. Haskins’s 
paper, the Los Angeles Churchman, 
would be devoted to this subject in the 
future.

Finally, J. Mills Davies, the r. y. j. of 
the Evening Express, too the floor, and 
in eloquent and feeling tones appealed 
for an untrammeled expression of opin- 
ion at the primaries. The fate of the 
Republican party depended on the dele- 
gates going to the convention unfet- 
tered by bonds and pledges, and if any 
man or set of men attempted to set up 
a “‘ring’’ or form a ‘‘combination,’”’ 
likewise manufacture for the occasion 
an ‘‘alliance,’’ he or they or them 
should be ‘‘sat upon.’’ There had been 
talk about ‘rings’? and rumors that 
‘‘combines’’ had been made, but as for 
himself he was opposed to such unholy 
things, and he thought all good Repub 
licans should agree. Mr. Davies brought 
his able address to a close with a bril- 
liant peroration in his best double 
leaded style, and sat down flushed, but 
with the proud look of one who had 
done his whole duty and did not care 
who knew it. 

Mr. Burdette, a_ scholarly-looking 
young man with glasses, then took the 
floor. He, too, had heard about 
“rings,’’ etc. He had read the articles 
in the Express, and had been filled with 
alarm atthe dire prospect presented, 
He did not approve of “rings,” nor 
was he partial to ‘‘combines,’’ and he 
accordingly instituted inquiries as to 
where they were to be found in order 
that he might steer clear of them. Se 
far he had been unable to locate 
any of the tribe. There had beep 
any amount of talk about this 
Strange animal which was trying 
to gobble up the whole Republican 
party, but so far as he could ascertain, 
not a single man had ever seea it. Mr. 
Burdette frankly confessed that he

Mr. Burdette was ap- 
parently sincere in what he said, for he 
waited at this point for several seconds 
for a reply, but the silence was so dense 
that it could be cut with a knife, and he 
finally resumed his seat no wiser than 
when he rose. |

sion was too serious to be treated with 
unseemly levity, and after remarks by 
several gentlemen the motion made 
early in the evening was put to a vote 
and carried, when the president ap- 
pointed the committee, at least as much 
of itas he could out of the material at 
hand, whenthere was some more talk 
of a general character and the club ad- 
journed.

The Press and the Preachers. 

In an interview published a few days 
ago Rev. Robert G. Hutchins, of the 
First Congregational Church, expressed 
an opinion that the greatest need of 
Los Angeles is $100,000. more or less, 
to establish an absolutely moral news- 
paper. As he puts it: 


A clean, wholesome, vigorous daily news- 
paper—not a religious newspaper, but a 
paper independent of political parties, 
which can afford to oppose the saloon and 
the brothel; which shall not cater to the 
lowest tastes of the lowest of the people in 
detailed and gloating accounts of prize fights 
and personal and domestic nastiness, but 
shall recognize the existence, the taste and 
the growing influence of the better portion 
of our community, and shall focus its sen- 
timents and opinions, and shall lend a gen- 
erous, helping hand to every wise and 
worthy moral enterprise—in short, a paper 
that shallin no wise hinder, but in every 
way help the purity of oir homes and the 
virtue of our citizens. 


We can’t help thinking that Rev. Dr. 
Hutchins undervalues the usefulness of 
the secular press. We think he misap- 
prehends the requirements of the com- 
munity. We think he does not exactly 
know what he is talking about. 

If there is a demand for such a paper 
as he discusses, why does it not exist 
either in Los Angeles or in any other 
city of the United States or of the 
world? 

And why has not the Rev. Robert G. 
Hutchins long ago raised the needful 
$100,000 and started such a journal 
in Los Angeles? 

Newspapers, after all, depend on 
public patronage; one which satis- 
fies the masses of’ the people will suc- 
ceed; one which does not satisfy the 
masses must fail. In this sense, then, 
newspapers are created and sustained 
by the public; they are the exemplars 
of public sentiment. It would be in 
better form if Mr. Hutchins and his 
brethren of the cloth who are so fond 
of railing at the secular press would 
rail at the community for not being all 
of one mind, and minded exactly as 
they, the preachers, would dictate. 

Let us suppose that the reverend 
critic were possessed of just such a fund 
as he longs for and should: establish 
just such a paper as he outlines. His 
paper would be published only six days 
a week, of course. It would not appear 
on Sunday, but would be published on 
Monday, thereby necessitating the per- 
formance of most of the work of that 
issue on Sunday. It would not poblish 
the full Associated Press news, but only 
such portions as it could cull out and 
find to reach the requisite moral stand- 
ard. It would not publish the report 
ofa bank defalcation, a theft, a rob- 
bery, a murder, a divorce or a suicide, 
because such a report would tend to 
familiarize the minds of our youth with 
vice. In its local columns it would be 
equally exclusive, shutting out all 
knowledge of the crimes that are com- 
mitted from day to day, as well as re- 
ports of Sunday ball games, picnics and 
excursions.. It would never look into 
the haunts of vice or hold evil doers up 
to the reprobation of the community, 
because, by so doing it might familiar- 
ize its readers with crime. 

But a newspaper must fill its columns 
with something, and consequently we 
should have reports in detail of strictly 
moral assemblages, churches and prayer 
meetings, and of such events only as in 
its way of thinking it would be entirely 
proper for a young girl or boy to read 


about. 

How many people would take such a 
paper and pay for it? How many 
church members, even, would be satis- 
fied with it? How many preachers 
would read that alone and hanker for 
no other?) And when the reverend pub- 
lisher should have squandered his $100,- 


paper on a self-supporting basis, to whom 
would he apply for another fund for its 


further maintenance? 
We believe that if it were possible to 


establish sutéh a paper or papers in the 
city of Los Angeles and crowd out 
every other kind, it. would be the worst 
thing morally that could happen the 
community. All that vice asks is to be 
let alone. The most fatal thing that 
can happen it is exposure in the press. 
If it could rest secure from exposure it 
would flourish in a way that we hardly 
dream of.. Consider the gross immoral- 
ities and vices of the city of London, 
which went on festering and spreading 
unchecked as long. as the press was too 
high toned to take note of ‘them, but 
which were summarily broken up when 
the Pall Mall Gazette laid them before 
the public in all their hideousness! 

It is just that condition of things that 
the Rev. Mr. Hutchins’s ‘‘strictly moral’’ 
press would conserve. Every libertine, 
procuress and macquerau; every forger, 
embezzler and defaulter; every hypo- 
crite swindling by stealth; every wife- 
beater and drunken sot; every law- 
breaker would hai) with delight sugh a 
state of affairs. They would be more 
thaa glad to have these things all cov- 

eredup by silence. Even though the 


‘| ishment. 


000 or so inthe effort to place such a 


law should take its accustomed course 
toward criminals, there would bea total 
absence of public information 6n the 
subject, and consequently no sense of 
public indignation and disapproval to 
back upthe lawand make it perform 
itsduty. A press too good to take 
cognizance of vice would be a shield 
and protection for vice instead ofa 
scourge. 

Mr. Hutchins and his class of would- 
be reformers evidently overlook the 
fact that innocence is not virtue. We 
cannot be very good by simply shutting 
our eyes to all the wickedness there is 
in the world. We cannot bring up boys 
and girls to be strong morally by keep- 
ing them in utter ignorance of sin. 
They must take the world as they find 
it; they must know more or less of the 
wickedness, as well as the good of life, 
and they must learnto turn from the 
one and cleave tothe other. Innocence 
is not virtue. It is innocence which is 
constantly slipping and falling. It is 
virtue which recognizes sin on sight and 
rejects it. Virtue consists not alone in 
the absence of vice, but lies in the 
power to encounter and resist temp- 
tation, 

The “honest secular newspaper is a 
mirror of life as we find it. It bolds up 
the good and the. bad for our daily in- 
struction, reproof or warning. Recause 
we know of the existence of evil it is 
not necessary that we follow it. The 
average secular newspaper is'a terror 
to evil doers because it exposes them 
and excites a healthy public sentiment, 
which leads to their disgrace and pun- 
While the secular press 
reports the events of the day, good, bad 
and indifferent, its own counsel and 
influence are generally thrown on the 
side of law, order, good government 
and good morals. 

There are some eminent men, and 
even some divines, who hold that the 
secular press averages up pretty well 
with the preachers in moral influence, 
and is accomplishing fully as much good 
in the world. At any rate, the press is. 
what the wor!d makes it; and when the 
world grows better its standards will 
be higher. 

How often does the pulpit fail in its 
duty. which is to sometimes, at least, 
specify and attack crime and crimi- 
nals, and not leave this indispensable 
work alone tothe press and the law! 


How often do the preachers roar about 


“glittering generalities’’—utter pretty 
platitudes about things over which 
there is no dispute—instead of boldly 
attacking scoundrels by name and 
scoundrelism in detail in the immediate 
community where their pulpits are lo- 
cated! How oftendo the gentlemen of 
the cloth cunningly dodge or cravenly 
‘fall down”’ when a rich criminal is in- 
volved, whose ‘‘patronage”’ is regarded 
as too valuable to be sacrificed! How 
often are consistency, independence, 
and that lofty and sublime courage 
which Christ exhibited in His earthly 
preaching, sacrificed to the miserable 
expediency of the hour by the modern 
preacher! 


We give all due credit to that vast} 


body of preachers, without respect to 


‘creed, who hiave shown themselves full 


of good works and devoid of pretense 
and hypocrisy, and whose achievements 
in redeeming the world are of immeas- 
urable vdlue; but we will not consent 
to pass by without censure that other 
and numerous class who are mere crea- 
tures of time, self, and environment, 
and among whom are the self-righteous 
gentry who prate about “the wicked- 


ness of secular newspapers.’’

The Wyoming War. 

There are wheels within wheels in 
the pending complications of the cattle- 
men of Wyoming. The public should 
not fall into the error of supposing that 
the war against the rustlers is a ‘mere 
raid upon a lot of cattle-thieves. There 
are two interests which are clashing. 
The cattle barons—those who first oc- 
capied the country and allowed their 
stock to range at will over hundreds of 
square miles of Government land—have 
by long use come to consider the whole 
territory as a sort of private reserve. 
They have always looked askance at 
settlers who have crowded in and taken 
up small claims along the water courses. 
In former times many a settler was run 
out of the country, his fences torn 
iown, his crops ‘and buildings de- 
stroyed, and his stock run off. In 
some instances the high-handed busi- 
ness did not'stopshort of murder. More 
recently, jhowever, the settlers have be- 
come so ‘numerous and have stood to- 
gether with such determination that 
they could not be disposed of in this’ 
summary way. A very bitter feeling 
has been ,engendered between the two 
classes, and there have undoubtedly 
been acts of pillage, reprisal and out- 
lawrv on both sides. The small settlers 
have at length got the lands along the 
water courses so thoroughly fenced off 
thatit became a question with the cattle 
barons whether they could much longer 
keep their herds on the unoccupied 
lands. A range without water is prac- 
tically useless. Thus it became a ques- 
tion of the survival of the fittest, or the 
strongest, and a war of extermination 
has been declared against the home- 
steaders, or ‘rustlers,’ as they are 
called. Many men have been killed on 
both sides, and an open war now ex- 
ists, which is held in check only by the 
presence of Government troops. 

It cannot be denied that the law per- 
mitting. settlers to monopolize the 
streams is wrong, for without access to 
water the vast public domain upon 
which many thousand cattle feed annu- 
ally would, be worthless. This, how- 
ever, may be remedied by a special 
statute to fit local conditions. But the 
root of the evilis the privileges given 
to the cattle syndicates.to pasture their 
herds upon the range. without charge, 
which, owing to their. great .wealth, 
their vast numbers of cattle, and the 
army of men they employ, amount to a 
monopoly and exclude from the com- 
mon domain their poorer competitors, 
who are there to make a living and get 
a start in life. 

These privileges, besides operating as 
a bardship upon the ‘rustlers,’ are un- 
fair also to farmers and others who 
raise cattle in the moresettled portions 
of the country, where they must own 
the land they pasture their stock upon 
and. raise or buy hay and corn to feed 


through the winter. Cattlemen of this 


class cannot compete in the markets 
with the cattlemen of the plains, and 
they are fast abandoning the industry. 
Petitions were circulated and numer- 
ously signed throughout Kansas, Mis- 
s6uri and Nebraska last fall and for- 
warded to Congress protesting against 
free pasturage upon the public domain, 
but they seem to have been carefully 
pigeonholed. Nothing has been heard 
from them, and no member of either 
House or Senate has offered a measure 
to suppress the evil, 

If it becomes a question as to whether 
the whole country shall be kept in an 
unsettled and wild state in order to fur- 
nish free pasturage for the herds of the 
cattle barons, or whether it shall be 
filled up with small farmers who acquire 
title to their lands and improve them, 
the public will not long hesitate as to 
which side is entitled to its sympathies. 
The cattle barons may be rich and infiu- 
ential, but they are not strong enough 
to stand as a bar to the settlement of 
any portion of the great West. The 
principle of the greatest good to the 
greatest number is sure to prevail in the 
long run. | 


A Suicide Club. 

Now and then a hoax is attended 
with serious results. The fake gotten 
up not long ago by an Eastern writer 
concerning the organization of a suicide 
club in New, York found its way into a 
military school at Krajova. Roumania, 
was believed to be genuine and was the 
suggestion for the organization of a 
real suicide club in that institution. 
After five members of it had drawn the 
fatal lot that consigned them to volun- 
tarv death the authorities got after the 
club, arrested the surviving members 
and are now trying the leader for mur- 
derin having deliberately aided and 
abetted unjustifiable suicide. If con- 
victed he will be shot. Suicide clubs 
should be discouraged, except among 
small defeated political bosses. This 
may be given a local, bearing, if you 
like.

Some days ago the McCarthys locked 
up their store and went to Los Angeles, 
in attendance as witnesses in the Beck- 
ley trial, and, it is claimed, made no 
arrangements regarding the postofiice. 

Accordingly, when Mail-carrier Burn- 
right, who has the contract for carrying 
the mail every other day from the Otay 
to the Siempriviva office, arrived at the 
latter place and found no one author- 
ized to receive it, he proceeded to take 
it to his own house and lock it up in the 
sacks, This state of affairs has contin- 
ued until, with the mail éagried out yes- 
terday, Burnright has four mails stacked 
up imhis house. While the’ quantity is 
not very large, there is hecesarily more 
or less mail of importangs ‘te the people 
of that section, hence the eomplaint. 

There has been consifiefable dissatis- 
faction regarding the manner of wed 
ducting the Siempriviva (office for some 
time, and several weeks ago’a numer- 
Kusly-signed petition was sent to Wash- 
ington asking that McCarthy be removed 
and Mrs. Lampe be appointed in his 
stead. This will probabty,pe dgne very | 
soon, but in the meantime the good 
people ‘of Otay Mesa will have to be 
content to get their mail on such days 
as it suits the postmaster to ,open the 
office.

RATIFIED IN A HURRY. 


The Senate Approves the Bering 
Sea “Modus Vivendi,” 


And Breaks its Record in the Ratifi- 
cation of Treaties. 


A Debate of Two Hours Followed by 
an Almost Unanimous Vote. 


Other Washington News—An Important 
Report on Irrigation—California Rep. 
resentatives Not on Hand When 
Their Votes Were Needed.

Wasuineton, April 19.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] The Senate Commit- 
tee on Foreign Relations this afternoon 
reported favorably the modus vivendt 
convention with Great Britain. The 
treaty was discussed for less than two 
hours and ratified with substanaial 
unanimity. 

The convention comprises seven ar- 
ticles. The first four are precisely sim- 


-ilar in language to last year’s modus 


with the exception of the change in ar- 
ticle 1 of the words ‘‘until May 1’’ to 
“curing the pending arbitration.’’ 
Briefly stated, the articles prohibit 
Great Britain and the United States 


from seal-killing in Bering Sea 
and on the seal isiands (save 
7500 seals to be taken on the island. 


by the United States for subsistence of 
the natives) during the arbitration. It 
provides for the seizure of offending 
vessels and permits the residence of 
British agents on the islands during the 
sealing season. Articles V and VI are 
new and read as follows: 


ARTICLE V. If the result of the arbitra- 
tion be to affirm the right of British sealers 
to take seals in Bering Sea, within the 
bounds claimed by the United States under 
its purchase from Russia, then compensa- 
tion shall be made by the United States to 
Great Britain (for the use of her subjects) 
for abstaining from the exercise of that 
right, during the pendency of the arbitra: 
tion, upon the basis of such regulated and 
limited catch or catches asin opinion of the 
arbitrators might have been taken without 
undue diminution of the seal herds; and on 
the other hand, if the result of the arbitra- 
tion shall be to deny therightof British 
sealers to take seals within said waters, 
then compensation shall be made by Great 
Britain to the United States (for itself, its 
citizens and lessees) for this agreement to 
limit the island catch to 7500 for the sea- 


-son uponthe basis of the difference be- 


tween this number and such larger catch 
asin the opinion of the arbitrators might 
have been taken without undue diminution, 
of the sea] herd. The amount awarded, if 
any, in either case shall be such as under 


shall be promptly paid. 

Art.. VI. This convention may be pro. 
nounced by either high contracting parties 
at any time afterthe day of October, 
1893,o0n giving to the other party two 
months’ notice ot its termination, and at 
the expirafion of such notice the conven. 
tion shall cease to be in force. 

Theseventh and last article simply 
provides for the exchange of ratifica- 
tions as early as possible. 

The treaty was signed by Secretary 
Blaine and Sir Julian Pauncefote, and 
is dated yesterday. So today the Sen- 
ate probably has broken the, record of 
speedy action upon treaties. . 


WHAT IRRIGATION DOES. 
‘Interesting Report the Work of Re- 
claiming Arid Lands. 

April 19,—[By the Asso-. 
ciated Press.| Special Agent Richard 
J. Hinton’s report orn ‘‘irrigation 
throughout arid America’’ will be issued 
inafew days. The investigation was 
carried on under the direction of the 
Agricultural Department, and was au- 
thorized by Congress in 1890 The re- 
port is interesting. 

A line drawn north and south through 
the middle of North Dakota and through 
the middle of Texas forms the eastern 
boundary of the arid regions. More 
land than is now under cultivation in 
the entire country lies in these regions. 
There are millions of acres which need 
nly to be irrigated to make them won- 
derfully productive. In the last two 
years enough progress has been made 
in irrigation in California, Utah, Colo- 
rado, New Mexico, Montana, Idaho and 
Arizona to show the entire feasibility of 
the plan. In the past seven years the 
United States has increased its area of 
irrigable land by 3,500,000 acres, but 
greater activity has been seen in the. 
growth in importance of hydraulic 
work. 

Under ‘‘ditching’’ the report for 
1890 estimated the area at 18,286,- 
207 acres. The largest proportion of 
this can be made available for use in 
the next year, and by the time of the 
opening of the World’s Fair the United 
states may. anticipate the cultivation 
by means. of irrigation of at least 
17,000,000 acres of land that within 
the last decade has been declared by 
learned authorities as wholly irreclaim- 
able. Underthe projected works or 
those partially constructed, nearly 
5,000,000 acres may be added, making 
in all as now reclaimed or in prucess of 
reclamation not less than 2,500,000 


| acres. 


At present California is front in the 
matter of horticultural product, but 
the rapid growth of fruit culture is 
stimulated by irrigation, and the profits 
are causing a rapid planting of large 
orchard areas in Colorado, New Mexico, 
northwest Montana,’ Eastern Washing- 
ton, Southwestern Idaho and South 
Central Arizona.

A Man Who Does Not Care to be a Terri.

Wasuinoton, April 19.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] -Gov. John N. Irwin of 
Arizona has decided to resign the Gov- 
ernorship of the Territory and return to, 
Keokuk to take charge of an extensive 
private business in which he is inter- 
ested with his father. He had a brief 
experience as a Territorial Governor 
several years ago, having been ap- 
pointed Governor of Idaho -by Presi- 
dent Arthur. He had governed Idaho 
only three months when he sent his 
resignation to Washington, and, leav- 
ing the Territorial governmént in charge 
of the Secretary of State, went back to 
Iowa. Nine months afterward he re-

Wasuineton, April 19.—The Inter- 
state Commerce Commission today in an 
opinion by Commissioner Veazey an- 
nounced its decision of the case of E. M. 
Raworth against the Northern Pacific 
Railway Company, Union Pacific Rail- 
way Company and others in favor ofthe 
complainant. The case involves the 
question of greater rates on sugar in 
carloads from San Francisco to Fargo 
than for a longer distance over the 
same line to St. Paul. 


Were Not on Hand to Vote. 

April 19.—The bill re- 
funding to California about $150,000 
for swamp lands, indemnity, failed of 
passage in the House yesterday by lack 
of the necessary two-thirds vote.

IT WAS NOT DAVIS. 


Bat the Man Was Wanted Just the Same 
—His Arrest. 
{San Francisco Chronicle.] 

A pickpocket named Davis was con- 
victed and sentenced in a Los Angeles 
court on Monday morning last, but 
while the officers’ backs were turned he 
cooly, walked out of court and is still at 
liberty. One of the jurymen who had 
just convicted Davis met him on the 
courthouse stairs, but thinking the oc- 
currence a little odd, said nothing of it 
until later when a great hue and cry were 
raised over the escape. The man was 
supposed to have taken the 2 p.m. train 
Monday for this city. 

Editor P. B. Baumgartner of River- 
side left Los Angeies for the North on 
Tuesday afternoon with his mind full of 
the Davis. escape. When the train 
reached Fresno at 8 o’clock on Wednes- 
day morning a tall, light-complexioned 
man somewhat resembling, Davis 
boarded the train and was given the 
berth above Baumgartner. He had 
neither ticket nor bagRage, but paid 
his fare in cash, an was not 
dressed in the style in which one 
expects to see those traveling by the 
Pullman. In the morning the ‘new- 
comer declined to rise unti] the train 
was wellinto Oakland. The attention 
of the editor, who had been kept from 
his rightful seat in the car by the vaga- 
ries of the youth, was attracted by his 
suspicious actions and appearance, and 
when, as the train stopped at the mole, 
the young man darted out among the 
first and sped toward the boat, the jour- 
nalist was close at his heels. hen 
the ferry-boat landed at theslip on 
this side of the bay Baumgartner, who 
had reached his own conclusions, 
pointed out the suspect to Officer John 
Avin as Dayis, the Los Angeles escape, 
and the stranger was promptly taken 
in charge. He seemed very anxious to 
learn why he was detained, but said he 
knew Chief Crowley, and accordingly 
was taken to the old city hall. On the 
way he tried to escape by shedding his 


‘coat, but the officer was too quick for 


him. To the chief he gave his name 
as Frank W. Neal, and produced a pleas- 
ant impression on that official by tne 
use of such names as those of James 
M. White and Jerome Lincoln of the Se- 
curity Bank. The identification was 
satisfactory, and Mr. Neal was per- 
mitted to depart. The officer came in 
for a raking over for too much zeal, and 
when he turned to Mr. Baumgartner 
tor justification that gentleman had in- 
continently disappeared. 

The‘joke was on the editor, but yes- 
terday another view of the matter pre- 
sented itself, and editorial sagacity 
stands triumphant. While Mr. Neal 
was suavely explaining to the chief that 
he certainly was Mr. Neal, and while 
Editor Baumgartner was slowly crawl- 
ing backinto his shell, Capt. T..H. 
Thompson of the World’s Fair Comm s- 
sion stood in his office in the Flood 
building tearing his hair and glaring at 
a telegram which announced that his 
agent in Tulare had left for parts un- 
known. “If that had come an hour 
earlier,’’ he said, ‘‘I would have met the 
noou train at Oakland.’’

IN RAINBOW LAND. 


The Cheyenne and Arapahoe Res- 
ervation Opened. 


Eager Rush of Thousands of Home- 
seekers at Noon Yesterday. 


Some Rioting at the Land Office of 
Oklahoma City. 


Boomers Showing Wonderful Activity—A 
Town Two Miles Square Bullt in 
a Day—Many Stirring Incl- 
dents and Scenes, 


8y Telegraph to The Times, 

Ext Reno (Oklahoma,) April 19.—[By 
the Associated Press.] It was a lucky 
thing for many boomers that the wait 
on the border ended today. They had 
gone to the front with scant supplies 
and stood itas long as they could. 
Around the border county yesterday 
men went gun in hand demanding that 
those who had provisions and sell them. 
A light rain falling when the start was 
made.deprived the scene of much of its 
picturesque character, but did not 
dampen the enthusiasm. 

Precisely at noon, as provided by the 
President’s proclamation, a cannon 
thundered forth the signal, carbines re- 
peated i:, and 20,000 men on horse- 
back, wagons and on foot rushed into 


the Cheyenne and Arapahoe country ~- 


under whip and spur, everybody rush- 
ing over flat and hollow, madly racing 
over quarter sections for town lots. 
The soldiers guarded the line as well as 
possible and were assisted by the boom- 
ers themselves, who saw to it that no 
one should secure an advantage. The 
greatest crowds were at points near 
Watonga and Rossmore, the seats of 
counties. Every man seemed to know 
just where he was going and headed for 
his longed-for land without bestowing a 
glance at the other rushers. 

A few wheels were lost near the line; 
many more will be left in gullies this 
afternoon, but there were no serious ac- 
cidents. A special train over the Choc- 
taw road from Oklahoma dumped a load. 
at the Kock Island crossing a few mo- 
ments after noon. 

GutTurigz (Oklahoma,) April 19.—It is 
reported from Oklahoma City that a 
riot took place among claim filers at the 
land office today, and several people 
were injured, 

Hieains (Tex.,) April 19.—One thou- 
sand boomers made the race into the 
Cheyenne and Arapahoe reservation 
from the border opposite this place. 
From the northern and western borders 
fully four times that number entered 
the lands. The only claims taken up 
were near the borders. 

(Oklahoma,) April 19.—Miss 
Connie Sorensen of this place, who 


} went to Oklahoma City this morning 


and filed a declaratory notice, has re- 
turned. She was among the first ad- 
mitted to the land office. She says that 
filing the notice oppo- 
nents of the ‘‘seat warmers’’ made 
an attack upon the line and a 
riot resulted. Several people were 
knocked down and trampled upon, 
among them being a woman, most of 
whose clothes were torn off. One man, 
unknown, was struck on the head and 
his skull was:-fractured. Others were 

Kinorisner, April 19.—The opening 
of the Cheyenne and Arapahoe reserva- 
tion as witnessed from here was com- 
paratively tame. The scene about the 
land office, where trouble was expected, 
was specially quiet. The race from 
the border was exciting and attended 
by all the incidents seen at former 
openings of land in the Territory. 
Charles B. Pierce, a boomer from’ Ne- 
braska, raced a Rock Island train for 
a townsite at Okarche, pad beat the 
train, having only two miles to go to 
the train’s three. Pierce located a 
whole townsite as a homestead. Pas- 
sengers and railway officials were 
greatly chagrined. 

An Associated Press correspondent 
was kicked by an Indian pony, breaking 
$ne arm and inflicting a severe wound 
over his left eye. Reports of the ac- 
tivity of the boomers are coming in. 
Okarche has been built in a day, and 
covers a territory nearly two miles 
square, the population tonight exceed- 
ing that of Kingfisher and El Reno. 
Hundreds of wagons laden with supplies 
left for new county seats today, andto- 
night no less than seven cities are boom- 
ing in the wilderness. Quiet and order 
prevailing phenomenal, and indicates 
settlers law-abiding and desirable citi- 
zens. \

GIGANTIC STEALINGS. 


The Government Defrauded by Im- 
porters of Tobacco. 


Extensive Ramifications of the Ring at 
San Francisco—Discl es Brought 
Aboat by a Seizure at Chicago 
—Many Implicated. 


8y Telegraph. to The Times. 

Cuicaeo, April 19.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] Extensive ramifications 
of the San Francisco customs frauds are 
said to have been discovered in Chicago 
and other Eastern cities. Last night 
United States Treasury agents seized 
$4200 worth of Sumatra wrapper to- 
bacco at the establishment of J. Mayer 
& Sons here. The tobacco was from 
Liebes. & Co.’s New York house. It 
was bought by Meyer & Sons at a re- 
markably low figure. Hill & Kollen- 
bach, another Chicago firm, were vis- 
ited by a treasury agent, but were 
found not to have closed a contemplated 
trade with Liebes’s agent. Seizures of 
goods that have escaped the full duty at 
San Francisco are expected at Cincin- 
nati, St. Louis, Detroit and Minneapo- 
lis. Enormous quantities of contraband 
tobacco are believed to be disposed of 
in Chicago. Liebes & Co., and the pur- 
chasing firm are not charged with guilty 
participation in the frauds, the San 
Francisco importers being held as the 
culprits. 

The tobacco seized last night was part 
of an enormous quantity entered at the 
port of San Francisco where customs 
frauds have been so extensive lately. 
Appraiser Leavy, at that place, a short 
time ago was dismissed, and is was dis- 
covered that three big tobacco import- 
érs have been importing Sumatra to- 
bacco, dutiable at $2 per pound, and 
through the aid of Appraiser Leavy had 
it entered as a cheaper grade, used for 
- fillings and on which the duty is but 40 
cents per pound. 

The method pursued was to have one 
bale ina large consignment used as a 
sample of the rest, when the appraisers 
examined the goods and the big import- 
ers always saw to it that the bale to be 
examined contained.cheap tobacco, and 


examination sufficed and the entire lot 
was entered at 40 cents a pound. 

Liebes & Co. of New York were said 
to be agents of the San Francisco im- 
porters. They agreed to dispose of it. 
A great deal of contraband tobacco was 
sent East and distributed to various 
cities in order to confuse the customs 
officers, who were after the goods. It 
was one of the agents of Liebes 
& Co. who has been in Chicago 
recently and who, it is said, sold 
enormous quantities of Sumatra leaf 
at prices which legitimate dealers could 
not touch. All firms so far involved in 
Chicago are merely victims. Itis hinted 
that some one squealed and through 
this person the various firms which pur- 
chased the goods were located. The 
Government has been at work on these 
tobacco frauds fora month. Said Col- 
lector Clark: ‘‘I believe the men who 
have been guilty are in a fair way to go 
to the penitentiary. Some-of these fel- 
lows in San Francisco also will have 
hard work keeping out of jail. The 
frauds have been very extensive in San 
Francisco and enormous quantities of 
tobacco which were brought in under 
low duties have been sold. All the Chi- 
cago firms who purchased I am con- 
vinced are innocent parties.’’

WILLIAMS-DEEMING. 


Another Man Who ‘Thinks They 
Are One, 


A. W. H. Peyton’s Recollections of 
Williams in Los Angeles. 


He Thinks if Deeming is Questioned 
He Will Make a Confession. 


Charles F. Lioyd of San Francisco, Who 
Also Knew Williams Well, Does Not 
Think He is the Austral- 
ian Marderer. 


Evidence that Deeming, the Aus- 
tralian wife murderer, and Williams, 
the Los Angeles boom realestate oper- 
ator are one and the same person, is 
accumulating. When Williams reached 
this city from San Francisco in October, 
1886, he presented a letter of introduc- 
tion to A. W. H. Peyton, the real estate 
agent. The letter was from a Sacra- 
mento friend of Peyton's named Will 
jamson, or claimed to be from sucha 
person, but Peyton never heard of him, 
and when he asked Williams about the 
letter writer that party explained that 
Williamson belonged to the same lodge 
that Peyton belonged to and had heard 
of him. 

Peyton was suspicious of the fellow 
from the first and always thought there 
was something wrong, but he isa great 
student of human nature and cultivated 
Williams to a considerable extent. 

‘‘Deeming’s description and the pub- 
lished picture strongly resemble Will- 
iams, andlam satisfied thatthey are 
one and the same person. Williams 
had all the little traits that so strongly 
crop out in Deeming. and any one who 
has followed the case and knew Will- 
fams cannot help seeing a strong re- 
semblance. 

‘Williams was a low-bred English- 
man with some education, and JI am not™ 
at all surprised that he has turned out 
to be one of the vilest criminals on 
earth. for I never knew a man with a 
harder face than Williams possessed. 
I received one letter from Williams but 
[can’t find it andI donot now remem- 
ber its contents. 

‘I think if Deeming is questioned re- 
rarding Los Angeles he will admit that 
e was here under the name of Will- 

fams.’’ 


MR. LLOYD'S OPINION, 


Be Does Not Think That Williams Is the 
Murderer Deeming. 

‘Yes, I knew Charles H. Williams, 
formerly of Los Angeles, intimately 
well, and if the published cut of Deem- 
ing is anything like a correct likeness 
you can rest assured that Deeming and 
Williams are not one and the same per- 
son.’’ So spoke Charles E. Lloyd, 
whom a San Francisco Chronicle. re- 
porter interviewed at his home, No. 
465 Walnut street, Oakland, Sunday 
evening. 

‘‘My acquaintance with Williams be- 
gan in Los Angeles in 1887," contin- 
ued Mr. Lloyd, ‘‘and continued for about 
ayear. It was brought about by the 
fact that I am a musical director, and at 
the time mentioned was couducting the 
choir in Dr. Fay’s church. The choir 


Is a voluntary one, and upon ap- 
plication by Williams, and _ the 
fiscovery that he had a_ very 


fine tenor voice, he was enrolled. 


~ Subsequently Williams went into the 


real estate business, and I gave him 
flesk room in my office. At thistimel 
was manager of the Whittier Land and 
Water Company. Some months after 
pur acquaintance began Williams met 
and married a Mrs. Nannie Catching, a 
most estimable woman, with some 
means, and up to the time of his deser- 
tion of her there was nothing to indi- 
cate that their happiness was not com- 
nage So absolutely did she confide in 
im thatshe gave him her bankbook, 
with the result that when he fied he left 
the poor woman penniless. On the 
morning of his flight he left the office 
saying to me and others, ‘If any one 
talls tell them I willreturn in about two 
hours.’ About noon inquiry was made 
at the office for Williams and an office 
boy was dispatchedto his home. The 
boy returned with the information that 
he had not been there, The matter 
was dismissed by me until Mrs. Wil- 
liams came to the office in the evening 
quiring for him. Upon learning that 
e had not been at the office since morn- 
ing she became much agitated, but was 
acified by the statement that he had 
probably been detained by his business. 
hen morning came, bringing no ab- 
sent husband, the wife became almost 
frantic. She was wrapt up.in him, and 
ks the truth began to dawn upon her we 
thought her reason would be dethroned. 
A search of the house showed that Wil- 
liams had taken all of his personal ef- 
fects except some collars and cuffs, a 
toothbrush and a kangaroo bag, the lat- 
ter containing a Masonic emblem and 
pome data stating tnat Charles Mitchell 
had been made a Free Mason, etc. 
Thinking he might have fled to Austra- 
Ha, of which country he made frequent 
mention, letters were forwarded to cer- 
tain persons there, but no replies were 
received, nor have any tidings ever been 
pbtained as to his whereabouts.”’ 
Continuing, said Mr. Lloyd: ‘‘Will- 
Jams took the precaution to pay all of 
his bills before absconding, evidently 
with the intention of leaving no one be- 
hind him who would have any pecuni- 
Bry interest in his return except his 
wife.”’ 
Williams~was about five feet six in- 
ches in height and weighed about 140 
pounds. He was rather good looking, 
anda splendid conversationalist, tak- 
ing particular delight in such contro- 
versial subjects as religion and politics. 
Mr. Lioyd denies that Williams of 
Los Angeles had any particular fasci- 
mation for women. Mrs. Lloyd em- 
phasizing his statement by the asser- 
tion that she and many other ladies of 
acquaintance ‘never could abide 
m.”?

THE EUBANKS CASE. 


Jastice Owens Grants a Continuance Until 
Friday Next, 

Justice Owens’s department of the 
Police Court was crowded with mem- 
bers of the Humane Society and the 
usual gang of court hangers-on, yester- 
day morning when. the Eubanks child- 
beating case was called for trial. 

It will be remembered that Mrs. Eu- 
banks was arrested a few days ago on 
complaint of a gentleman who happened 
to pass her house at a moment when 
she was whipping her infant son. The 
gentleman protested against such treat- 
ment, when the woman assaulted him 
with a piece of fire wood ora club, and 
called him several hard names. The 
gentleman rushed to the Police Court 
and swore to a complaint charging her 
with cruelty to children. 

Mrs. Eubanks’s attorney moved the 
court for acontinuance on the grounds 
that the defendant's health is bad and 
she is not in a proper condition to at- 
tend court. He further stated that he 
was satisfied that the case will never 
be tried, as an examination of the boy 
will show that there is no case against 
the mother. 

The case was continued until Friday, 
and Dr. Bryant, the police surgeon, 
was asked to make an examination of 
the boy’s person. The doctor did so 
and found that the boy has been mis- 
used in a frightful manner, if one can 
judge from the bruises on his back. 

It is not believed by the District At- 
tornev’s office that the case will be 
prosecuted, for the reason that the 
complaining witness is not anxious to 
prosecute the case. Mrs. Eubanks has 
made so many threats against him that 
he is afraid to go on with the case.

After this interesting chapter of rem- 

iniscence and history, Mrs. Jeanne C. | 
Carr gave a little talk and pleaded that 

a fund mighc be raised sufficient to pre- 

serve the missions from the gnawing 

tooth of time and the itching fingers of 

tourists, to keep the grounds in order, 

the courts free from weeds and 

hang on the broken walls memorial 

tablets to the Mission Fathers; who 

sacrificed their allin this work among 

the Indians. ‘‘Let us make a kind of 

Valkalla round these old missions,’ she 

said, ‘‘the most thrilling and picturesque 

portion of California history.’’ 

Dr. M. H. Alter was present with his 

views of the missions, and a large map 

of the United States hanging on the 

wall was turned overandits canvas

The menu 
was elaborate and the viands were well 
cooked and well served, adding another tri- 
amph to Mr. Holmes’s reputation asa model 
manager, Judge Rose as toast-master 
proved to be the right man in the right 
place and the toasts brought to the front a 
surprising number of rattling good speak- 
ers and a limitless fund of ready wit and 
repartee. 

The guests assembled early, and promptly 
at 9 o'clock the dining-room was thrown 
open and the feasters marched in to the 
strains of enlivening music furnished by 
Brockway’s orchestra. The banquet being 
concluded, the speech-making lasted again 
as long and it was midnight before ad- 
journment was made. 

After Judge Rose had briefly pointed out 
some of the achievements of the citizen's 
party as especially illustrated in the 
economic administration of the City Coun. 
cil during the ro two years, when the 
annual municipal expenses have been cut 
down at least $5000, W. E. Arthur was 
called upon, and with characteristic wit and 
eloquence he introduced Mr. Banbury, one 
of the honored guests of the evening.

It is unfortunate that the heavy norther 
of the past two dayscame so inopportunely, 
as it has worked such havoc in the gardens. 
It has been estimated that at least half of 
the flowers have been destroyed by it. But 
still I think there will be no dearth for dec- 
orative purposes, or for the battle of roses. 

Wednesday, of course, will be the day, 
perhaps, in which the most general inter- 
est will center, when thecharming goddess 
will arrive on her flowery float with all her 
gay nymphs about her, and the long flower- 
decked procession will wend its way to the 
gay battlefield, although the Dance of the 
Flowers, to be given at the grand ball on 
Thursday evening, will be a scene of magic 
beauty. 

No small amount of skill and of excellent 
taste has been expended in the decoration 
of the pavilion. where the horticultural and 
floral display is held today. It presents 
the appearance of a miniature semi-trop- 
ical forest, rich with bloom and fruitage. 
The uninviting woodwork is hidden by 
abundant drapings of tree moss, and thou- 
sands of feathery pampas plumes are dis- 
tributedin charming clusters, and every- 
where green vines and flowers and grace- 
tul palms are intermingled. 

Among the most charming designs is that 
representing a picnicin El Montecito. The 
scene represents one of the many moun- 
tain cafions with its mossy floor, its rocky 
boulders and towering cedars. There are 
tiny water waysand miniature hills, and all 
the loveliness of nature in her wildest 
moods. Itisnature at home in her native 
recesses, where birds sing and wild flowers 
pour their sweetness, or, rathe~, anepitome 
of nature, a lovely idyl among mossy 
nooks in the heart of the hills. 


Among the many handsome designs is a 


large floral filag— he white, of the delicate 
flowers of the bridal wreath; the red, of 
geranium blossoms; the blue, of fragrant 
violets, and the stars of the odorous tube 
rose. The figures, 1892 are set beneath 
it formed of pansies set in a bed of roses. 
Another attractive design is a floral cot- 
tage covered with Banksia roses, and on the 
window ledges baskets of flowers of every 
hue. Near byisa garden of flowers, as 


_ bright as if set in dewy earth, and still far- 
ther away an olive orchard, the tall trees, 


with their shining, «silvery foliage, set in 
tubs half hidden by green mosses. Beneath 
them are growing palms, greenand thrifty, 
which lend to the place a tropical air 
which delights the strangers. 

As an evidence of what can be accom. 
plished in floriculture in this section, is a 
long table filed with blossoms taken from 
a place which was first cnitivated a year 
ago. There are tntrtv-"we ,aceties of 


| choice roses, lovely begonias, marguerites 


and poppies, great baskets of blossoming 
pinks, pansies, seventy-five varieties of nas- 
turtians afd numerous other flowers. 
There are some fine exhibits of Cherokee 
roses, with their pure white petals, and a 
wonderful Baron de Van Steckel rose with 
its hundred leaves of the very darkest 
crimson—almos. biack. Upon other ta- 
bles are immense baskets of the 
most beautiful variecies of pansies, a fine 
exhibit of the bloom of the battle tree 
from the garden ot Mrs. N. P. Austin, and 
near this is the camelia tree filled with 
pure white blossoms, standing shoulder to 
shoulder with the palm and papyrus. On 
this same table is a curious basket woven 
by natives of Guatemala from vegetable 
fiber and colored from the juice of some of 
their forest plants. 

One beautiful design which attracts 
much attention isa large horn of plenty, 
in the construction ot which about 1000 
roses were employed. The mouth is lined 
with moss, above which is a border of 
marigolds. Anintelligent tenderfoot eyed 
it admiringly and exclaimed to his com- 
panion, ‘‘Just look at that big tank there, 
ain’t it a beauty ?’’ 

Upon one of the tatles isa large cluster 
of dates, not vet fully ripe, but of a beau- 
tiful golden brown. “Ob, see those pea- 
nuts—a big bunch, isn't it?’’ exclaimed an- 
other, in an ecstatic voice—‘‘I tell you this 
is the country to live in.’’ 

There isa large display of choice potted 
lants, wonderful orchids and flowers bril- 
iant in coloring. I noted some choice 

specimens of Lily of the Valley, begonias, 
pelargainums and vdente glassum ama bile. 

The Raymond Hotel has sent upan ex- 
quisite exhibit of roses, pinks and other 
tiowers which will certainly advertise the 
wealth of its gardens. 

A quiet corner of the great pavilion is de. 
voted entirely tothe exhibit of the wild 
flawers of this It hasa fragrant, 
woodsy smell, which is most agreeable. 
One hundred varieties of wild flowers are 
found here and fourteen varieties of ferns, 
from the delieate maiden's-hair to the vo- 
luptuous woodwardia, beautiful in their 
delicate tracery. 

The horticultural display is not large or 
varied, embracing principally oranges, 
lemons, limes, loquats, apples, olives, 
strawberries and dates. There are some 
exceedingly fine exhibits of orange wine, 
which canaot fail to attract attention. 

A large and roomy annex has been built 
which is most attractively decorated with 
growing palms, olive, and rubber trees, 
with here and there a blossoming orange. 
in this spacious room, made brilliant with 
incandescent lights, will the reception take 
place which is to be given by Mr. Rowland 
Hazard, president of the Santa Barbara 
Floral Festival Association, on Wednesday 
evening, assisted by Mrs. Hazard. 

The merchants and dwellers along State 
street are busy today in decorating the fronts 
of business houses and dwellings. Already 
numberless flags are flying and gay stream- 
ers of various hues, blossoming vines grow- 
ing in tubs have been trained over veran- 
das and awnings, and flowers of every va- 
riety will be brought into requisition to make 
the street like along aisle in a garden of 
beauty. The wind which prevailed for the 
past two days seems to have blown itself 
out, and everything is favorable for the 
coming pageant of tomorrow

A Queer Character in the County 
Jail. 


He Has Eaten Nothing Sinee the 
17th of March, 


“the Record of F. W. Howes in San 
Bernardino County. 


Numerous Bilis Left Unpaid Behind Him 
—~A Man Who Was Not Giyen to 
Hard Labor—General News 
Notes and Personals. 


SAN BERNARDINO.

There is now in the County Jail here 
awaiting a hearing a queer piece of human- 
ity—a religious crank, brought up from 
Chino by Deputy Sheriff Newman, charged 
with being of unsound mind He has not 
eaten a mouthful of food since the 17th of 
March, and the citizens, fearing for his 
life, have sent him here to see if he cannot 
be induced to partake of food, or be com- 
mited to the asylum at Folsom. THE TIMES 
representative learned of the presence of 
the fasting man, and was accorded an inter- 
view, resulting in the disclosure of the fol- 
lowing facts concerning the strange career 
and religious belief of this man. 

The man ushered into the room had every 
appearance of being perfectly healthy, is 
five feet ten and one-half inches tall, 
weighs when not fasting, 145 pounds, is 
well built, has a short, thin, sandy beard 
and moustache, a clear blue-gray eye anda 
fresh, slightly florid complexion. His voice 
when he speaks is low and pleasant. When 
talking he looks from_one to another or to- 
ward the individual to whom he is speak- 
ing, a8 any perfectly sane and well-bred 
man would. There is nothing about his 
voice, appearance or manner to indicate 
that he is not a perfectly rational being, 
except his peculiar religious belief and his 
seasons of fasting, as the execution of a 
part of the belief. His statement is in sub- 
stance as follows, given in reply to numer- 
ous queries put by the county officers and 
the reporter: 

‘My name is Isaac Keene. I was born in 
England in 1861, and am therefore 31 
years of age. I left that country six years 
ago, coming directly to this country, and 
have lived in California ever since.. Lama 
nurseryman or orchardist by trade, and 
have at Chino a little personal property—a 
mare and colt, saddle and some wearing 
apparel. Have no real estate. I have a 
brother, Levi Keene, whom I believe to be 
younger’ than I, who is in this country. 
But I have not seen him in several years, as 
I do not think much of him—that is, I 
think no more of him than of other men, 
as he is a worldly man, believes in having a 
good time, and does not hold the faith that 
Ido. My father was a ve-y strict, religious 
man and believed in the Bible, and'I in- 
herited my faith from him. I am aCon- 
gregationalist and believe in the Bible and 
am willing to stand by it. I believe that 
Christ fasted forty days and that anyone 
can if he will but live a frugal and 
strictly virtuous life. If we should 
be wounded, the wound would heal 
naturally without the use of medicines, 
ifthe system is perfectly healthy, as it 
will be if one lives frugally and virtu- 
ously. I have noteaten a mouthful of food 
since the 17th of March, and drink but lit- 
tle water, asI donot get thirsty. Before 
beginning my fastI ate two meals a day, 
consisting of bread and corned beef. I be- 
lieve bread is the real food,and that all 
else is a luxury and should not be taken. I 
experience no more discomfort now from 
my fast than I did during the first day or 
two. Ifast because I believe it is a relig- 
ious duty. I have no desire for the lusts 
and other pleasures of the body. These 
are produced by vpluptuous living. by in- 
dulging in the luxuries, from which we 
should abstain. lI believe in eternal life, 
and that1 shall continue to live always in 
the present body. Icannot die. I believe 
this because I was so created, and being 
thus constituted Icannot die. My pleasure 
in life lies in the knowledge that I am 
doing right, and I look tothe future. I 
take life seriously and donot believe in 
levity or in speaking lightly of life or one’s 
self. I was committed tothe asylum at 
Stockton on February 3, 1891, for insanity, 
but was no more insane thenthanl am 
now. I was perfectly rational. During 
ten weeks, or seventy daysof my stay at 
Stockton, I did noteat a particle ot food. I 
had no right tothe food, as I had not 
earned it. At the end of that time I 
ate ravenously—enough for three men. 
I was discharged the 22d of last August, as 
I was perfectly sane. The only diversion I 
have is in reading, and I now read but one 
book. Thisis an encyclopaedia that I got 
from THE TIMEs. Since I came here last 
night I have been a bother to the officers, 
and they have troubled me in trying to get 
metoeat. If it will be of service in getting 
me out of here, where I am a trouble and 
an expense tothe State, I will break my 
fast tomorrow. Ido not wish to remain 
here, or to be sent to Stockton, as I would 
simply be an expense to the State, and I do 
not wish to be so."’ 

The man seemed to speakin a perfectly 
rational manner, and did not parade his 
manner of living and his peculiar faith. 
It was only by continued questioning that 
the above points were brought forth.. One 
meets on every hand, outside the prison 
walls and away from the confines of an 
asylum, thousands of more bigoted relig- 
ious cranks, who force their peculiar 
tenets upon your presence. The one pe. 
culiarity of this man’s faith is the belief in 
the necessity of fasting, and the possession 
of the courage of his convictions in this as 
wellas other points. He appears to be 
consistentin his belief throughout. His 
preliminary hearing occurs on Wednesday. 

¥. W. HOWES IN SAN BERNARDINO, 

F. W. Howes, who was arrested at the 
Raymond on Saturday evening, is well 
known inthis city. He is better known 
than he was last fall, and there are ma 
people here who know him much too well, 
and feel that had they known him less they 
would have been better off financially. 
Howes is a man above medium height, has 
avery pleasing address and easily im- 
presses his associates as being one of abil- 
itv and good character. He came to this 
city indorsed by several of the best citizens 
of Redlands, and found no difficulty in se- 
curing a position as a copvistin the county 
recorder’s office, to which position he was 
recommended by the good people of Red- 
lands. He took aroom and boarded at the 
Stewart Hotel, and moved in the best so- 
ciety, dressed well and talked smoothly. 
He got some money from the East, and did 
not appear to be fascinated with work, al- 
though there was plenty to be done at the 
recorder’s office by Which he could make a 
good living. He preferred society to labor, 
and seemed bent on having a good time, 
sogeworked but six days during the 
first and nine during the second 
month that he was in the employ 
of the county recorder as copyist. He paid 
his first month's board bill at the Stewart 
and apartofthe second was secured by 
drawing. upon his wages. When he left he 
was indebted to the Stewart about $100 for 
board and lodging, and a few dollars for 
liquors. His baggage remainsin the hands 
of the manager of the Stewart. When he 
took apartments at the hotel he rented of 
W. A. Vale a piano, but forgot to pay. the 
rent for it and thes drayage, amounting to 
$20 altogether. He told visitors that it 
was his piano, but only a cheap one that he 
carried about the country with him. 

Cropley's livery stables would like to see 
him to the extent of about $16 for livery 
hire. When he found that his game was 
about upinthis place he played a high 
hand, borrowing money on all hands in 
sums'such as he thought hecould get. The 
night before leaving he got $15 of Capt. J. 
K. Schermerhorn. Howesisa member ot 
the Episcopal church and tried his game 
mostly upon members of that church—the 
religious racket. 

The night before leaving here he got a 
$6 pair of shoes from Jonas Brothers, 


agreeing to pay for themthe nextday. He 


secured $11 from Capt. Davidson, count 
recorder, and $1 from one of the employ 
in the recorder’s office. He is said to have 
borrowed $2 from a newsboy, got $2 of 
John Lamb, druggist, and owes 95 cents at 
the Stewart hotel newstand for magazines. 

F. W. Howes has nin this country for 
six or seven years. was atone time in 
the employ of one of the Riverside banks, 
and also of Hemingway & OCo., fruit 
packers. He afterward lived at Redlands, 
was put out cf the Terrace Villa hotel for 
nonpayment of his board bill, and left Mrs. 
McConkey’s boarding house owing her 
about $1.30. He borrowed $5 of Will 
Johnson and forgot about it, and is sup- 
wae to have secured money from a num- 

rof friends, of which he made many, 
in this city, who do not care to let people 
know that they were taken in. 

Such, in brief, is the record of F. W. 
Howes as reported by some of his victims 
in this city.

Y. W.C.A. 
The Annual Convention to Meet in this 
City on Friday Next. 

Next Friday, at 2 o’clock p.m., the 
annual convention of the Young Wo- 
men’s Christian Associations of South- 
eru California opens in_the Y.M.C.A. 
building, to gontinuethree days. Tere 
is no local organization of this kind in 
Los Angeles, but it is hoped to establish 
one here before the convention ad- 
journs. There are in: the city of Los 
Angeles hundreds of working girls— 
girls without homes, who are depend- 
ent upon their own resources for their 
maintenance. The pertinent question 
presents itself, why not organize an 
association which shall do for these 
young women precisely what the Young 
Men’s Christian Association does for the 
young men? Scarcely a city of size but 
has such an organization, and why not 
Los Angeles? The instrumentalities of 
this association are fourfold, aiming to 
develop these girls physically, socially, 
@tellectually and _ spiritually. By 
means of this fourfold work it reaches 
out a strong hand to help young women, 
meeting each one at the least point of 
resistance. 

By means of the gymnasium they may 
gain for themselves needed recreation 
and strong bodies; through the medium 
of ‘‘Health Talks’’ they may learn to 
take intelligent care of their bodies. 
The employment bureau may be the 
means of securing permanent situations 
in congenial work for many girls who 
come here as strangers. Through the 
boarding house directory of the Y.M. 
C.A. young women may be certain of 
securing reputable boarding places, 
and this is by no means an easy matter 
ina strange city no larger than Los 
Angeles. Friendless girls will aiways 
find a cordial welcome awaiting them 
in the open rooms of our city associa- 
tion, where they may spend their 
leisure mqments in reading, meeting 
friends or resting. A warm hand-clasp 
from some one interested in their wel- 
fare gives them strength to fight the 
hard battle with the world. By means 
of classes in English branches, cooking, 
dressmaking, penmanship, stenography, 
etc., girls may be fitted forsome special 
work, and be thus taken from the ranks 
of unskilled laborers. 

Last but not least spiritual develop- 
ment: By means of gospel meetings, 
Bible classes and personal work the 
girls may grow in moral stature® 

How many girls are-in this beautiful 
city who are longing for some place to 
spend a quiet hour with friends; a gym- 
nasium they can callthetr own; a friend 
to whom they can go for sympathy and 
advice? This is a matter that will meet 
with warm response from a large class 
of self-supporting girls, in whose ranks 
may be found some of the brightest 
minds and bravest hearts the whole city 
through.
